had fallen out among any other conftitutions of men then Catholke,they 
might haue wroung (very probably) out of men well mortified & pa~ 
tient, fome action of diflike , or perilous pradtize of difcontentment, 
when fuch multitudes of all degrees were fo aflayled; efpecially of 
people fo refolute in that fupreameft degree of fortitude : which is as 
Aviftotle defineth it , Tviffia pro virtute tollerare , to indure heauy thinges 
for vertues fake, a point very dangerous, and whereof there want not 
plenty of lamentable events, rifing from cafes of defperate neceffity :

telles one againft another ,to the diftubance of 
all Chriftendome, and the thedding of the 
bloud of many thoufand Chriftians ? And hee 
that was the valianteft tyrant, was the moft re- 
ligious Pope. But tolet them pafle;let vs remem- 
ber Conffantine the Emperour,who firft indowed 
the Pope with ftatsly reuencwes ; But in his 
dayes where was their holy bread, and holy wa- 
ter? where were their pardons of free remiffi- 
onof finnes ,both veniall and deadly ¢ ( foulde 
now for money throughout Chriftendome to 
redeeme foules out of purgatory ) where was 
their Ladyes Chappell , their Ladyes Mafles , 
their pilgrimages to Saint James of Compoftel- 
la, &ce Where was their praying to Saintes ? 

Where was their dyabollicall authority to de- 
ptiue Kings and Emperours of their king- 

domes , and to difpofe of them at their free 
will and pleafure ? Where was the fupremacie 
of the Pope vniuerfally ouer all Realmes, 

Kings , and Emperours, and ouer all degrees 

of perfons fpirituall and temporall ? “but. it 
hath: beene fince great honour for an Em- 
perour to leade the Popes horfe by the: bri:

religion. that was profefled in thofe dayes and 
long before Con/flantines time , itwas thé fame re- 
ligion that we in England doe now profeflé: And 
itis for certaine that the Heathenifh-and Infidel 
Emperours, bothlong before Con/lantinesdaycs, 


and long fince, did perfecute the now profefled 


religion in England and that ‘it was fealed with 
the, bloud-of many Martyrs, adorned with the 
vertues of many thoufand confeflors , beautified 
with the bloud of the pure and Immaculate vir- 
gins; neither were the Bifhops of Rome in’thofe 
dayes, freed from the faid perfecutions. But when 
Infidell: Emperours by Gods diuine prouidence 
feafed-their tyranny ; Then the Luciferian Popes 
by degrees and fteps climing the higheft ftaffe of 
the ladder of pride,did fo farre exceed in haugh-- 
tineffe of hart, infolencie and tyranny,that:they 
firlt did thake off the lawfull authority of Empe- 
rours in the electing and admitting the Pope, and 
thea,prefently after,they: did: domineere and ty- 
rannifs oucr Emperours.; Kings ,andall degrees.
